McGill's role in ihe Canadian Union 
of Students and l'Union Générale des 
Etudiants du Québec proved a contro- 
versial issue at. the unofficial Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society yes- 
terday. 

Oricinally planned u an official 
mcctini;, tiie assembly was declared 
unofficial by Saccd Alirza, President 
Students' Society, as It failed to draw 
tbc 300 participants required for a 
quorum. 

"Tiic po.ssibilily of HIcGill's future cn- 
try into UGEQ depends on effecting a 
policy compromise between us" said 
Bruce eleven. External Affair* Repre- 
tentative. 

In his report on External Affairs, 
eleven based the reasons against imme- 
diate joining of the organization on the 
incompatabilily of UGEQ's aims with 
McGiil. 

ilc pointed out that since procedures 
in UGI-'Q arc conducted in French, ade- 
quate McGiU representation would not 
be ensured. McGIll would be unable to 
participate in national university ex- 
chanRes unless given a permissive vota 
by UGRQ to do so, iie noted. Furtlicr- 
niorc, UGIÎQ's policy of student syndi- 
calisni, wliereby the students unite to 
form a "political pressure group", is not 
acceptable to the average McGill stu- 
dent. 

"KIcGiil docs not share the same na- 
tionalistic spirit which drives us to ac> 
li5<'i in society," was eleven's comment.

WUSComuflee 
seeks applicants 
hr Chile seininar 

The World University Service 
is calling for. applicants to at- 
tend its annual seminar, being 
held this summer In Chile. 

The two delegates chosen will 
spend two months in Chile as re- 
presentatives of McGill. During 
this time they will tour the coun- 
try, attending lectures, and dis- 
cussions explaining Its problems. 

The: purpose of the seminar .Is 
to familiarize delegates with the 
problems of the country so Ihey 
can report back to their respect- 
ive university. 

The annual seminar, which is 
financed by grants from industry 
and the government, is being held 
in Chile this year because of the 
need for education in the newly 
developing Latin American coun- 
tries. In past years it has been 
held in Algeria and Poland. 

All applicants must bo fluent in 
Spanish and must return to Mc- 
Gill next year, so that they can 
serve on the WUS committee and 
speak to various campus clubs 
about Chile. 

Delegates will be chosen on the 
basis of their integrity, scholastic 
standing, and understanding of 
the alms of WUS. They will' be 
required to submit a transcript 
of their, marks and three letters 
of rccommtndalion. .

Another speaker from Ihe floor rai- 
sed the need for .McGill's membership 
in a provincial organization to .state its 
views on education. Clcvcn maintained 
that McGill is well represented at pre- 
sent, in Quebec, by the Education Com- 
mittee. 

Karlicr in tlie meeting, eleven re- 
ferred to the decision of the StudcnUs' 
E.xecutive Council to retain this year's 
inembcrship in CUS, Ihougli adding 
that structural changes will be rccom- 
mended for the organization the follo- 
wing year. These chonges he suggested, 
would effect the rcgionalization of 
eus to handle specific McGill problems. 
Earlier in the meeting, Saeed Mirza 
presented a report on the year's 
activities.

The Medical Expedition to Easter Island, which has its headquarters at McGill, left tha 
Panama Canal Zone two days ago on the final lap of its voyage to the tiny South Pacific island. 

A group of 37 scientists, from The.Laboratory^Team will work 



Canada, Chile, Britain, the U.S.A. 
and several Scandinavian coun- 
tries are sailing aboard the Iloyal 
Canadian Navy ship II.M.C.9. 
Cape Scott. They arc scheduled to 
arrive December 14 and will re- 
turn to Canada on March 17, 1065. 

Daily briefing sessions arc l)e- 
iiig held aboard ship, the scien- 
tists discussing the'detalls of their 

forthcoming studios, in order 16 
co-ordinate operations. 

Tiie Expedition has been divid- 
ed Into four-teams: the Physical 
Plant Team, under Air Vlce-JIar- 
shal John Easton, Montreal, will 
be in charge of the modern lab- 
oratory and housing facilities on 
the island. This team includes 
mechanics, electricians, cook, and 
projectionist of movies for island- 
ers. 

The Medical Examination Team 
will' be working under Surgeon- 
Commander II.H. Ilobcrts, Hali- 
fax. This team will carry out phys- 
ical examinations of the islanders 
and will conduct a sertes of com- 
plicated physiological tests. 



under the direction of Dr. Harold 
Gibbs, Macdonald College. It will 
be concerned with tests, smears, 
bactcria-vhiises, and general lab- 
oratory work resulting from the 
findhigs of the Medical Examina- 
tion', Team. 

The.Field Team, led by Dr. J. 
Cutler, Berkeley, California, will 
be concerned with epidemiologic- 
al, sociological and anthropologic- 
al Investigations. The biologists 
will also be working with this 
team. They will conduct a census 
of the population on tiie island 
as soon as the ship arrives. 

The long sea voyage from Pa- 
nama to Easter Island will give 
the Expedition a good opportunity 
to work out a detailed plan of 
operation, to ensure efficient 
teamwork and unity of action 
from the moment of arrival at 
the Island. 

In addition to the . ship-board 
scientific sessions, members of 
the Expedition are taking lessons 
in Spanish, Uie language . spoken 
on the island. In a lighter vein, 
Comtfiander CA. Law, Captain of 
the "Cape Scott", Is conducting 
art' classes for those interested. 



Commander Law is a well-known 
artist and has exhibited in Que- 
bec City, and at the Royal Cana- 
dian Academy and the Montreal 
Art Association.

Conservatives, and the Young 
Communist League. 

This year's Innovations in 
Model Parliament's structure and 
procedure are a result of com- 
plaints which have built up 
against it for the Inst few years. 

Last year's Parliament came 
under criticism for the bickering 
and inter-party wrangling which 
took place during the election 
campaign. Parties accused each 
other of defacing posters and 
obstructing spcakera.

The Students' Executive Council voted 8-4 Wednesday night to rescind its decision to print 
bilingual letterheads on Students' Society stationery. 



Joint-aid proposed 
for developing states 

Developed nations should pool their huge 

resources of capital, techniques and manage- 
ment into a great co-operative effort to assist 
tho developing nations, Samuel Bronfman 
said at the first annual meeting of the con- 
sultative board of the Centre for Developing^ 
Area Studies at McGill University. 

"Our considerable advantages in Canada . 
must be increasingly siiarcd and not simply as 
an altruistic gesture, but for our own good. The 
world cannot exist for long half in poverty and 
half in affluence," Bronfman added. 

Recently-appointed member of the Board of 
Governors of McGill, Bronfman is one of 26 dis- 
tinguished Canadians tliroughout the country on 
the consultative board. 

"Canada has made a good start, and its 
government aid to developing countries, though 
admittedly Insufficient, has nevertheless been of 
enormous value. But government represents only 
one contribiiting sector. Private initiative is 
another just as vital, 

"McGiU'8',Centre for Doveloping-Arca Studies 
is an instrunicnt' for such enterprise and can 
grow In importance from strength to strength, 
if supported by commerce and industry. It rests 
on the solid proposition that education, research 
and enlightened public and private action are 
U essential to the solution of these grave prob- 
Icms," Bronfman added. 

At the meeting It was decided the board will 
establisii a planning committee responsible for 
Interesting the Canadian public and Canadian 
business in tiic importance of helping developing 
countries. 

Tlie McGill Centre for Dcv« 
eloping-Area Studies began oper* 
ation in October 1063 with finan- 
cial support from the university 
and a grant from Bronfman. 



The issue was reopened by 
Bruce Cleven and Barry Levitt, 
both of whom had supported the 
motion when it arose at the two 
previous meetings. 

Levitt, an engineering repre- 
sentative, said; he ^ had : voted for 
bilingual letterheads" originally 
because .-he personally believed 
in , the ' theory behind them, and 
because he had no indication of 
how his faculty felt about the 
question.

In a story on the new Union 
yesterday, H. Sonny Gordon, 
chairman of the committee, was 
erroneously quoted as saying that 
business operations in the Union 
will be "controlled" by a seven- 
man committee. 

In fact, as Gordon made clear 
in his address, tlie committee 
will have only advisory- powers, 
and the SEC will retain control 
of business operations- in the 
Union, as well as of all other 
aspects of student government. 

The move to the New Union, 
as Gordon pointed out, will not 
endanger student autonomy.

The separatist movement springs from a 
complex of French-Canadian aspirations, 
and from a deep sense of injustice. , But, 
as is the case with so many such move- 
ments, what is born of a desire to right 
wrongs and to re-establish justice becomes 
easily deformed and leads merely to the 
creation of fresh injustice. For a revolution 
to eschew the violent and the extreme it 
must be led by men of exceptional wisdom, 
tolerance, and humanity.

We welcome the' resurgence.of -Quebec, 
but we feel that In It the English Quebecer 
has \a/role;.^he,j«Ehgllsh-speaklng of. this. 
ProvinM^wlfl'ilrrdoubtedly no longer enjoy 
a favoured position economically, but this 
is no deterrent to those v/ho 4ruly_^.deslre 
equality of opportunity. The constîtûtb^^ 
relationship with Ottawa : may , have to be . 
changed, but this does not appear dri In- 
surmountable barrier to those who sincerely 
desire Va recognition of legitihiate political 
aspirations. A real bilingualism will have 
to be instituted, with the minority also 
learning the language of the majority, but 
this poses no threat to those capable, of 
adapting to a situation, too long ignored. 

So much is justice. But let It be em- 
phasized that the English-speaking citizen 
of this Province is a Quebecerl He may not 
be entitled to privileges but he Is em- 
phatically the possessor of rights. And it 
is in this realm that Pierre Bourgault and 
the RIN demonstrate their moral poverty 
and hypocrisy.

The English Quebecer's reaction to. this 
should be twofolds 

(1) He should press for recognition of the

Problems at St. Vincent de Paul 

During tlic period allocated for tlie Justice Department 
estimates, Arnold Peters read' into the^ minutes' à letter from ■ 
an inmate of St. Vincent dc Paul describing in detail â beating 
he had received at the hands of -guards following a riot' two 
years ago. The prisoner, Gaston Nicholas, subsequently re- 
ceived fourteen years for "public mischief", reported. Peters. 

Nicholas reported that after his beating, when he was in 
a semi-conscious state, he heard a guard yell "Here 
comes Gunn, Here comes Gunn" and he saw Gunn, a leader 
of the riot, being dragged into an adjoining cell for a beating. 

Peters commented: "Alvin Gunn, O'Brien' and Mclancoa 
were indicated as leaders in the riot. Only 'twice In the 
evidence regarding the riot is there any evidence that Gaston 
Nicholas was involved, and then in only a very minor, manner.- 
Gaston Nicholas went before a court in Montreal ;ahd.£wa8 
sentenced to 14 years imprisonment for his participatlori.!Hé 
was charged: with causing public mischief.' - 

Public mischief; and he -got. 14 years. Is. that fair? Mr. 
.Mvin Gunn, who admits that he was a, leader — he said he 
was pushed into it, but admits' he was a leader; '-^ says that 
Nicholas was not one of the leaders..He. went before tjie new 
.attorney, general of the province of Qiiebec, Mr. .Wagner, who 
was the judge in thls case. Mr. Wagner heard witnesses on 
both sides. Ho heard in particular from a chaplain, I asked' 
Ihe chaplain why he did not testify in the other cases, and he 
said, "My effectiveness was only. good. in one case- and. L had 
more personal knowledge about this case. I picked that case 
to testify about." .. 

"Mr. 'Wagner... heard evidence that. Alvin Gunn had 
been beaten' almost to death. He lay in hospital for' four days 
and was not expected to recover."; • • 

Peters pointed out that, Gunii'a- sentence- was one -day. 

As part of Ills conclusion^, 'Mr^i Peters added: "The 
penitentiaries. are also plagued by a° lacrbf:psychiatri8ts. For 
example, the psychiatrist, in charge of Kingston penitentiary 
said something, which surprised, me, and that was that we 
have so much better success in' curing psychiatric patients 
in the penitentiary at Kingston that we sometimes scnd'other 
patients there too. The psychiatrist to whom I talked indicated 
thaf they were able to keep them within the confines of the 
nrison because of the, better, environment..." " ' ' 

What do they, do; with these patients at St Vincent de 
Paul , penitentiary, Mr. Chairman? They put them In a dungeon 
in the basement,. a. rat-infested place where^no person could 
ever be treated. There Is only .a partiiaafp^chlatrist, and 
all he seems to do is give |them.J)jr"

Having agreed completely 
with Anne Beatts' attack a few

versial television film Mr. Pearson seems to 
fall into three broad and distinct categories, 
each of which must be examined before the 
issue can be grasped. The categories are : 
1) thé «echnlcal qualily of the film, • 
■ 2) the pressure (if any) put on the CBC 
by political or other groups,^ 



A Question 
of Ethics 



The film in question, an hour-long docu- 
mentary of a compoïite.dày In Prlmie Minister 
Pearson's life, was commissioned for -Teles, 
cope" last year by Ross McLean. Mr. McLean 
it now no longer worlting with the CBC. 

..The film wa$ made for InterVldeo Pro- 
duci^ni by Richard Ballentine, former CBC 
camera-man, maker of several award-win- 
ning pictures, Including one on Playboy Maga- 
zine publisher Hugh Hefner. He had also been 
producer of the 1963 oteetien campaign tele- 
casts. 

After several screenings, the CBC decided 
the film was not up to its technical standards, 
and refused to^ show It. Mr. Ballentine was 
paid. for;.the- work, and under the terms of 
the contract now has the right to show the 
film to film societies wherever he chooses.- 

Those are the facts. What follows Is an 
attempt to synthesize the various comments 
and opinions of people connected with the 
film, divided Into the three categories outlined 
above. • . ■ -.. 

The: question of technical quality must 
remain subjective. There are those who agree 
with the CBC, those who disagree, and those 
who say that the quality' Is' Irrelevant, the film 
should have been shown.' 

Irrelevant or not, technical quality is tlie 
CBC's only reason for not broadcasting the 
film. 

"The film is simply not up to our stan- 
dards. The decision was made by network 
officials in Toronto. The lighting was poor, 
the sound was so bad it mode me feel un- 
comfortable, and the camera work was so 
erratic as to make me dizzy," R.C. Fraser, CBC 
Vice-President of Corporate Affairs told the 
Toronto Telegram in May 1964. 

"We are' professional broadcasters, and 
must maintain our high standards," said Jack 
Lusher, Director of Public Relations -for the 
CBC in Ottawa, in a recent interview with the 
Daily. . 

"Bajlentine's hand-held camera tech- 
nique, which; Is perféct for Immediate, news 
shots (ellmlnqtlng the need for tripod and 
. lights), just didn't come off here. The effect 
was "jerky, the sound was terribli» — arid the 
film was shot over a three-week period. It 
doesn't reoresent anything like what a Prime 
Minister cfoes during the run of the day." 

In a feature story for the Toronto Globe 
and Mall, June 16 1964, Dennis Bralthwalte 
suggests that Ballentine hod used a slash print 
(reversal «-luplicate on soupd film) for some 
of the screenings, as his original working print 
was wearing out. Tlie slash copy Is of Inferior 
quality, and "the effect was so bad that the 
Prime Minister wajked out." This screening 
had - taken pjace: in : Mr. Pearson's office In 
January at his special request. ' 



(Mr. Ballentine had previously written to 
the Prime Minister's office promising Mr. 
Pearson would have the right of veto over 
anything he did not like in the film. This is 
directly counter to CBC policy, and'attempts to 
retract Mr. Ballentlne's promises proved very 
embarrassing to them In their relations with 
the government.) ' j 

The most heated controversy has centred 
around the question of political pressure. The 
CBC is very sensitive to interference; it is re- 
sponsible to Parliament for programme policy, 
but it is not responsible to Individual govern- 
ment officials' about individual. programmes. 

The Prime Minister told the House of 
Commons In June that he thought the film 
ought to be shown, and that he would advise 
the CBC of this. (A sure way, some cynics 
feel, of getting the CBC to reject the film out 
of haîid).. 

. On receiving this statement,' the CBC 
àgrèed:.to re-examine the question and see 
whether the. film could be shown. In an of- 
ficial report dated June 25,, 1964, It an- 
nounced ; 

"(1) The film remHns unacceptable for 
showing on the basis o' nroadcast standards. 

"(2) The Corperat.un is satisfied there 
has been no political Interference. 

"(3) Though on Interest in the film has 
been itlmutated in segments of the public, 
nevertheless the Corporation does not judge 
the broadcasting of thé film to be warranted." 

"This is the. only contact we hove had 
with the government' over this film" asserted 
Mr. Lusher. "There have been no pressure 
groups or anything of that pifor-." Erik Niel- 
sen's, (PC — Yukon) accusation in the Com- 
mons that "a little censorship gathering" of 
ministers resulted In the banning of the film 
is quite unfounded, Mr. Lusher said. 

Screenings were held for Cabinet and 
other government ministers and their views 
on the deleting of swear-words were respect- 
ed. There is no evidence, however, of any 
overt pressure being put on the CBC by a 
group of politicians not to show the film. Fear 
of detrgcUng from the Prime Minister's public 
. imogeraeesl hot- seem to libve been a factor . 
In the- CBÇ'sjjdeéWo^^^ strongly- 
voiced opintoiw^fj'oafhallsts such - as Charles 
Lynch, Chief of Southern News Service. 

"I think the CBC chickened out," Mr. 
Lynch told the Dolly over the phone this week. 
"There are some rough spots in the film, but 
these things don't matter. It is remarkable that 
Mr. Pearson let the film be rhode, at great 
inconvehlencis to himself, and I think it should 
be shown. It Is à classic look at q man in a 
position of power." 

Which brings us to the Interesting ques- 
tion of cinéma-vérité, and press freedom » 
how much of the private life of public officials 
' should one show on a programme like this 7 
Opinions range from one extreme to the other, 
□louglas Leiterman>^prpducer of the CBC

sed tl)is problem fully in a column on 'Tele-; 
vision Journajlsnri'.' In the Toronto Globe and, 

• Mall. .He says In part: . , 

■ • "it''(elnémà-vérité) is television's inven- 
tion, its-o.vn native form and, In television 
It has made a resounding.' Impact . . . For the 
first time in history It Is possible for picture 
and souna to be recorded "anywhere — wall 
almost.

But Leiterman insists that the TV journal- 
ist have as much f reodomiPs^he^^reporjer. to 
use his discretion. The subject of''a'ciocument- 
ary should have no right to censor it. The 
producer should be able to make responsible 
decisions regarding the suitability of material. 

How far does all this apply to Richard 
Ballentlne's film 7 . 

Robert Fulford (Maclean's, July 25) t 
"Bolleritlne ti^eals his subjects fairly, but his 
film nevertheless indicates the new possibili- 
ties open to irresponsible directors. The new 
technique produces film that is far more be- 
lievable than documentaries have ever been 
before; and If. this means it Is now possible 
to capture more truth on film it also means 
It Is now possible to create more convincing 
lies."

As faras sheer image Is concerned,' "the 
Dlefenbaker film was far more critical of him 
than the Pearson one Is of Mr. Pearson," CBC's 
Jack Lusher emphasized. 'This is not the big- 
gest, nor the last controversy. Practically every 
program we put on or don't put on will offend 
someone." 

One thing the film certainly has.doné is 
to stir up the ever-present problem of govern- 
ment/CBC relations. An investigation of this 
problem might bring out some Interesting new 
lights on a variety of subjects, and avoid 
. similar embarrassments in future.

'Uon to this^rule: in a bleak 
tower tliat once served as a 
prison, lost 'on- a lonely island,

cribed as "two of the most de- 
monic characters of all litera- 
ture" tear, each other to psy- 
chotogical:)pieces^uhtilithe're is 
very little left of r'th^spccta- 
tor. 

The play serves as a double 
metaphor: of man's metaphysi- 
cal condition, total alienation 
in a prison he can't escape; and 
of - his social, condition,- which 
can only be seen 'as' tragedy: 
it is not love that binds, but 
hate. For Strindbcrg, "the earth 
is a penal colony where wo 
must suffer punishment for 
crimes committed in a previous 
existence". 

All this to suggest that The 
Death Dance is a play that, 
must be handled with the grea- 
test of care, lest it send, the 
audience into a . veritable stu- 
por of blackest' depression, the 
kind that was tq'^ drive 'Strind- 
berg to become à raving mad- 
man, the heartbreaking figure 
who muttered on this deathbed 
that- "nothing is persoDal".

Lincohu. ' For sheer 
humility, Mr. Pearson is unsur- 
passed.

All this is recoivied with 
meticulous detail by the uncor- 
ruptible camera. 

On his way to meet the Ethio- 
pian potentate, Pearson is' heard 
to mutter "I guess he's the only 
one of them we got left in tho 
world now. Unless there's an- 
otiicr fellow over there in Cam- 
bodia or some place like that. 
I dunno. I'm not really up on 
that kind of thing." Much of the 
Prime Minister's conversation is 
memorable for its haziness. On 
being told by Gromyko (at the 
U.N.) that the Russian Minister 
Is looking for\vard to his, Pear- 
son's, speech ho can only sum- 
mon up a comradely: "And 
I'll listen to your speech, too !" 
in reply. 

In this film, Mr. Pearson is 
not made out as a man of deci- 
sion. Most of the time his policy- 
making seems peeved rather 
than powerful. He chides two 
goosey ladies crossing the street 
in front of his car on the way to 
work in the same tone as he 
reprimands his cabinet ministers 
for some slight misstep along 
the paths of government 

He even swears. When he is 
alone, he hums, «nd picks his 
nose. Mr. Pearson is a film not 
calculated to bolster the Prime 
Mini-stcr's image in the eyes of 
. Ills electorate. But neither is it 
meant to belittle him. It is 
merely intended as a portrait of 
a man doing his job. Both the 
job and the man arc, of neces- 
sity, extremely important to the 
nation at large. Thus thé con- 
cern and controversy. Both are 
to some extent justifiable. 

To the unsophisticated voter, 
Mr. Ptarson is not going to 
make the PM look lilce the en- 
swcr to Canada's problems. And 
in the U.S., where the- advertis- 
ing media Jiave mushroomed out 
to a far greater extent, nobody 
would dream of making a movie 
like this aboutj^e' American 

prcsident.'^^^^RpSS^V 

Hooray foF Canada, where po- 
liticians are still able to let 
their private words and deeds 
be recorded by the camera for 
the public eye. Even if the foot- 
age is never formally released. 
It least it has not yet reached 
the point where it can no longer 
be taken.' Hooray for Mr. Pear- 
ton, a television film that man- 
ages to say something meaning- 
ful in that medium where mean- 
inglessness is the most frequent 
form of self-expression.. 

Next time show tho film, and 
then, we can really start cheer- 
ing.

The Visit

Onstage, Friedrich Duerren- 
malt's "llje Visit" is a strong 
dose of drama, distilling bitter 
irony and potent social satire. 
In its transition to the screen. 
The Visit, fails the acid test. 
Duerrenmatt's spleen and bile 
all but disappear; the play is 
diluted into movie melodrama. 

"The Visit" is a hate play. 
It is also a humourous play — 
and in the screen version both 
searing hatred and acerbic 
humour arc replaced by one of 
those psycho-sexual twists so 
much in favour with psycho-di« 
rectors of modem psycho-dra- 
mas. 

The whole enterprise is ap- 
proached with deadly serious- 
ness and the end result is, in 
more cases than not, deadly 
dull. Despite the towering im- 
probability of its plot — essen- 
tial to the style and meaning 
of the stage piece — the mo- 
vie tells the story of Carla Za- 
chanassiau (In^^d Bergman) 
and her million-dollar revenge 
more in the spirit of a case his- 
tory than of the modern alle- 
gory that it is. 

Duerrenmatt's brutal, broo- 
ding drama of vengeance and 
greed is not ideally suited for 
film adaptation. Horror suc- 
ceeds on . the stage, at close 
range, far belter than it can . 
on. tlie wide -screen, through 
the .aU-encompassing . lens of 
the movie camera. The^ agoni- 
zing atmosphere Duerrentnatt's 
play demands is more easily 
created by the suggestions of 
stagecraft than by • the solid, 
thrce-dimcnsiofial objects and 
stolidly describable burghers 
wlio occupy the cobblestoned 
streets of Director Bemhard 
Vicki's inovie-set Guellen. 

The people of Guellen are 
brought into too sharp a focus 
by the camera. Those leathery, 
lined faces that photograph so 
well — tbey give a powerful 
impression of the town's inha- 
bitants, Individual components 
of the latent mob, but they aro 
explored in too much detail. 
The film digresses too far from 
its central theme — the woman 
inspired by love of vengeance, 
the townspeople by love of ma- 
terial wealth — and its impact 
can only be weakened by this 
digression. 

. Wicki, of - course, has not 
< been able to resist tampering 
with the theme, or plot He 
.softens the motivation of both 
Carla and the crowd, and he 
hokcs up the ending so much 
IS to make it totally unre- 
cognizable. 

Perhaps Carla'i former love 
for the man she wants mur- 
dered, Serge, has something to 
do with her desire for his 
death. Of course it does. He 
was responsible for the .death 
of Uieir diild. 

Thercforo she hates him. 
She desires his death.: Never- 
theless, Sci-ge is the only man 
she's ever really loved — or 
let love her — and she doesn't 
really want him to die. • 
• It's all very profound. And- 
tender. And nothing like Duer- 
renmatt's play. It's all revealed 



in the tendcrcst of scenes, pla- 
yed with coy appropriateness 
in the hayloft where Carla and 
Serge, as young lovers, once 
met. 

It's plain the townsfolk are 
ready to sell out Serge, see- 
king liig last resort, comes to 
find Carla in the hoyloft, whe- 
re he "knew she'd be". They 
tumble to the floor in the cour- 
se of the conversation and wi- 
thin seconds they are right 
back where they started from. 

Suddenly, in the midst of her 
caresses, Carta notices the grey 
hairs in Serge's temples. She 
realizes that you only have one 
life to live and that for each 
of them it's more than half 
over — and it's all bis fault 
She determines not to . relent 
Serge must ; die^But>the clue 
to her mania"? has -been disclo- 
sed. 

Carla^ Zachanassian is not 
really the wickedest (and the 
richest) woman in the '.^orld, 
after all. She is just a crazy- 
mixcd-np kid at heart, who 
can't believe the world has be- 
trayed her. 

The townspeople's cxcu.se 
for turning over one of their 
worthier citizens to Mme. Za< 
chanassian's tribunal turns out 
to be civic pride. And although 
the hate message of the film, 
so clearly etched in those skill- 
full shots of Serge (Anthony 
Quinn) trying to evade tlie 
net of watchful villagers slowly 
closing in oh him, is regained 
in the trial sequence —r. slow 
pan round the sweaty faces of 
the puppet' judges, the whispe- 
ring citizens of . Guellen all 
. assembled in the : marketplace 

— The Visit; comes off "as an 
outrage that softens at the last 
minute ' to a j,reachy indict- 
ment of man's inhumanity to 
man. 

Bergman plays Mine. Zacha- 
nassian at the top of her bent, 
and unfortunately it is not 
enough. She is badly miscast 

— perhaps not for the kind of 
film Scriptwriter Ben Barzman 
seems to have had in mind — 
but certainly for the part as 
Duerreninutt conceived it She 
has been given schoolmarm 
roles for too long — there were 
too many intruding memories 
of The Inn of the Sixth HappU 
nets and Saratoga ■ Trunk. 
Whatever happened to Kathe- 
rine Hepburn? 

Anthony Quinn fares better 
lis the frightened, paunchy 
shopkeeper who pays dear for 
his youthful wild oats. He does 
some vciy intense, expert ac- 
ting but be never truly takes 
over the part. Ho cannot quito 
make the proper note of hesi- 
tancy come into his voice. But 
this is a character that, should 
enlarge as the play progresses, 
and Quinn seems more at home 
in the grander dimensions re- 
quired of' him in later scenes. 

The most engrossing sequen- 
ces are those in which he sets 
off through the dark streets, 
carrying his cardboard suitcase, 
to catch the last train leaving 
Guellen (a flag stop) for two 
weeks. Slowly the townspeople 
Join up alongside and behind 
him, until in the great jostle 
of well-wishers bidding him 
good-bye, his suitcase Is wren- 
ched from him, he Is thrown 
to the ground, and he misses 
the train. ' 

The direction here is exceU. 
lent, the photography superb; 
If only .the rest of the film h' 
been up to this standard.

^Vhen , the nazis ' took.'/ovcr 
NUrcmbers they lét . up h an ; ex- 
hibition dedicated to decadent 
Weimar Icultur; ono room was 
wholly given over to the Wcill- 
Brccht sound and the music 
played continuously. It was a 
howling success. Hundreds of 
not-yet-herrcnvolk voik trooped 
to the shrine and loved every 
minute of It. The room had to 
be closed down. 

One can see why, Weill's 
music is a captivating mixture 
of jazz, becr-barrel and classic- 
al. It has the kick of a mule. 
Along with Brecht's lyrics — 
sharp and cruel as the medieval 
songs they recall — what one 
hears is the sound of a cen- 
tury's experience, bitter, class- 
less, vicious, tender. 

"Alabama Song" from "The 
Rise and Fall of the City of 
Mahagonny" is a good example: 
a haunting chorus, full. of dying 
falls, yet the words arc silly, 
deliberately so, Brecht's idea of 
Tin Pan Alley English. "Pirate 
Jenny" is terrifying, so is "Tlie 
Ballad of Mack The Knife". 



Is it to be taken seriously? 
One would say yes, that further- 
more the Brecht-Weill combina- 
tion is the most important we 
have yet heard. Musicals, one 
feels, should never be the same. 

One keeps coming back to 
that word important: in the 
recent "Establishment", for ex- 
ample, one reflected that Carol 
Simpson's songs (Christopher 
Logue et »1. via Brecht-Weill) 
were saying far more than the 
negative cameos on queenery- 
pokery they were meant to com- 
plement. Perhaps satire is no 
longer sufficient, perhaps we 
now have wit enough for the 
awkward answer, no longer 
satisfied with the deliberately 
awkward question. Weill-Brecht 
certainly deal in answers and 
the appeal may Ue precisely in 
that. 

Not all of Weill was success- 
fully interpreted by ' Miss 
Schlamme and Will Holt, al- 
though there were 10 many 
good tilings that one hesitates 
to quibble. Miss Schlamme's 
"Surabaya Johnny" was a bomb 
of a song, full of Auden's 
"enormous, simple grler'i Will

le Jazz Hot : 

For more than thirty years Duke Ellington has been 
the most Important composer, arranger, and band-leader 
In jazz. At the same time he Is an extremely Interesting 
and constantly inventive piartist. About the only criticism 
that one hears about- Ellingion£emes f^^ 
fans, who admire him for one particular talent* and. who 
are not satisfied unless he concentrates on that aspect of 
his genius. (For example, I really dig Ellington the ptono 
player and I'm always disappointed that he doesn't spend 
more time on the piano bench or take more solos.) 

The present Ellington aggregation Is one of his best 
— perhaps the equal of the 1940-42 band and the Duke 
Is'oble to present a well-balanced program which includes 
something for everybody. In the two sets I heard there 
were recent Ellington compositions : selections from the 
Afro Bossa LP, the Incomplete For East Suite, the score for 
Timon of Athens; there were Ellington arrangements of 
"current favorites" (?) : Fly Me to the Moon, Never on 
Sunday, Call Me Irresponsible; and there were medleys 
of Ellington standards, Including a version of Concerto for 
Coolie (Do Nothing Till You Hear from Me) played not by 
Cootie Williams but by Lawrence Brown. 

For those who are interested in the Ellington sidemen, 
Johnny Hodges played a medley of Prelude to a Kiss and 
Things Ain't What They Used to Be; Sam Woodyard took 
CI long drum solo; Paul Gonsalves played some ballads 
and some Diminuendo In Blue-type rockers; Coolie Williams 
growled but Creole Love Coll; and Cat Anderson played 
some notes just slightly below the frequency where only 
dogs can hear him. In fact about the only thing that was 
missing was a. solo by Horry Carney, who unfortunately 
was not with the band, having returned home because of 
his wife's illness. 

The star of the show, however,, was Duke Ellington, 
the world's youngest , sixty-year-old. , He !,junips.(.frojn the' 
piano to conduct, introduces the numbers and 'the'sololsls, 
jokes, leads the audience In finger-snapping and In his 
"Love you madly" manner is completely disarming. All of 
which tends to make yOuHake his talent for granted and 
to forget that what you ore watching is a genius at work.

On Wednesday, December 9, at 1 pm, students of the 
Faculty of Music will present a jazz concert in Redpoth Hall, 
The sextet performing will be made up of Brian Longworth :

extension 
devoted to research 

Plans have been completed for the new extension to Redpath Library as part of the 
program to develop and expand existing library facilities. The extension, costing several mil* 
lion dollars, should be ready in 1967. 




Tenders .will be called In 
the late summer of 1965, with 
actual construction to get un> 
derway In the fall. 

As drawn up by the Uni- 
versity Libraries Committee, 
the plans call for the erection, 
to the south of the existing 
building, of a Research Libra> 
ry to serve honours and grad« 
uata students as well as fac> 
ulty members. 

The . Research. Library will 
be located some twenty feet 
south of Redpath and will be 
connected to It by two broad 
bridges. Entrances on Sher- 
brooke and McTavIsh Streets, 
as well as an approach from 
campus, will, render the struc- 
ture readily accessible to stu- 
dents. 

Dean Stanley B. Frost, of 
the Faculty of Graduate Stu- 
dies and Research, is Chair- 
man of the University Libra- 
ries Committee. Dean Frost 
has announced that the final 
preliminary plans have been 
approved by the Senate De- 
velopment Committee and by 
the Bland Architectural Com- 
mittee. 

The firm of Dobush, Ste- 
wart, and Bourke has been 
commissioned as architects 
for the project. Dean Frost 
said aesthetic appeal had 
been a major consideration 
in the design. 



The extension will probably 
rise six stories, with the street 
or ground level used primari- 
ly to house the Library .School. 

The terrace level, contain- 
ing a reference room and rare 
book collection, will be a con- 
tinuation of the first floor 
level in Redpath. 

The area above this will be 
devoted to research, with 
each floor containing a sepa- 
rata, category of books super- 
vised by a qualiified llbrdribn. 
Seats will be arranged 
around the book collection 
area, with provision for semi- 
nar; study, and smoking 
rooms as well. - 

Present facilities for gradu- 
ate and post-graduate stu- 
dents in tlie Redpath Library 
are inadequate. In the - slack 
areas, only one hundred seats 
are available for some six 
hundred applicants. 

Anticipating the growth of 
the graduate population at 
McGill, the Research Library 
would allot five hundred 
seals for readers in the three 
main categories, , for a total 
of. fifteen .hundred seals. 

In all, one and a half mll- 
liori volumes will be contain- 
ed in the extension. The Cut- 
ter System of Claiilfication 
will continue in use since 



adopting the Dewey or Libra- 
ry of Congress system is seen 
as expensive* and less adapt- 
able to McGill. . 

The present Redpath Libra- 
ry, as the northern portion of 
the library complex, would 
be used mainly by under- 
graduate students. Plans are

Drugs sold student 
cause his death; 
suspend druggist 

TORONTO (CUP) — The phar- 
macist who supplied drugs re- 
sponsible for the death of a Vic- 
toria College student at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto last spring had - 
his license suspended for a year. 

The Ontario College of Piiar- 
macy announced, the action had 
been taken as à result of a Sep- 
tember 23 conviction against Ro- 
ger S. Bodkin, 72, for selling the 
drug wyamine sulphate without 
a prescription. Bodkin was fined 
$100 on one charge while two si- 
milar charges were suspended. 

At a. June 18 coroner's inquest 
.into the death- of a fourth year 
Victoria. Collège student Wayne 
Bruce Mackenzie, Bodkin was 
named as the person who supplied 
wyamine sulphate "pep'! pills to 
Mackenzie and other university 
students. 

A friend of Mackenzie's, John 
Penman, testified he had pur- 
chased the pills, and used some 
himself, supplying the rest to 
Mackenzie and the other students 
at cost. 

In September, the University 
decided that any students found 
using restricted drugs as "pep 
pills" would be suspended or ex- 
.. polled..
